Angeregt  durch  liebliche  Bilder  von  Frauenhuld  und  Frauen- 
wiirde,  welche  naturgemafs  den  Stoff  seiner  heutigen  Rede 
bilden,  drangt  ihn  aus  allgemeinen  Regionen  eine  unwider- 
stehliche  Macht  in  die  Heimlichkeit  seines  Herzkammerleins 
zurtick  und  zaubertden  Gegenstand  seiner  langen  verschwiegenen 
Minne  leibend  und  lebend  vor  den  entztickten  Blick.  Da  steht 
sie,  die  Hehre,  die  Cacilia  aller  seiner  zarten  — leider  nie  verof- 
fentlichten  Lieder  (Den  Zeitgenossen  Hollunders  brauchen  wir 
kaum  zu  sagen,  dafs  Urania  und  die  bezauberte  Rose  seine 
Vorbilder  und  Lieblingsdichtungen  waren ; das  jtingere  Ge- 
scldecht  wird  sich  derselben  aus  der  Literaturgeschichte  erinnern.)
